It i@ regarded as the most drastic 
measure yet prepared as an adjunct to 
the prohibition law. It makes it un- 
lawful to sell or keep on hand for the 
purpose of sale any beverage or any 
liquid capable of being drunk as a 
beverage that contains more than one- 
half of 1 per cent of alcohol. 

Medicinal Amendment Heaten. 


One amendment excepting legitimate | 


medicines, used legitimately was voted 
down, and another barring all drinks 
that contain any alcohol was killed. 

A substitute bill by Joe Hill Hall, 
authorizing licensed beer saloons and 
“nackage houses,” lost by a vote of 
10 to 20,

BAILEY AND FOLLOWERS 
WITHDREW FROM CAUCUS 


But Withdrawal Was Not a 
Bolt, and the House Bill Will 
Be Solidly Supported by Sen- 
ate Democrats --- Passage of 
the Unamended Measure, 
However, Is Doubtful. 


Washington, July 381,—After two 
long caucuses today all the democratic 
senators late tonight decided unani- 
mously to support the farmers’ free 
list bill passed by the house and which 
will be voted upon tomorrow in the 
senate. At the same time the demo- 
crats of the house committee on ways 
and means at a night meeting for- 
mally decided to recommend to the 
house tomorrow that it ask the senate 
‘for a conference on the wool tariff 
|revision bill. 

Bacon Resolution Adopted. 

The senate caucus adopted a reso- 
lution offered by Senator Bacon pledg- 
ing support to the house free list bill 
and insuring concerted action by the 
democrats in an‘ effort to pass the 
measure unamend@ed, This is regarded 
as doubtful, and it was agreed that 
in case of defeat the bill would be re- 
offered, modified by an amendment to 
be submitted by Senator Kern, grant- 
ing the advantages of the bill only to 
those countries' which admit free of 

uty American corn, oats, hay, cotton 
and hogs. 

Although the Bacon amendment was 
adopted unanimously, Senator Bailey, 
whose iaued amendment to the Dill 
adding farm products to the free list 
measure was killed by the action of 
the caucua, withdrew with some of 
his féllowers before the: e ow 
taken. His withdrawél Was not in ttie 
nature’ of a bolt, however, and a solid 
democratic front is expected tomor- 
row. Just where the insurgent repub- 
licans stand tonight is not so certain. 

Qpposed Bailey Amendments, 

Many senators in caucus voiced dis- 
approval of the Bailey amendment. 
Their opposition was in response to a 
suggestion that the bill could be 
treated as the wool bill by voting it 
down, then reconsidering and amend- 
ing and passing the measure as 
amended. 

Some senators were disposed in the 
caucus to report their action in joining 
with the fnsurgents in passing a pro- 
tective measure. They urged that if 
the insurgents wanted to act with the 
democrats they should come to the 
democratic terms. 

Senators Clapp, Nelson, Poindexter 
and La Follette were said. ta.be among 
republican senators who would support 
the bill as it passed the house. 

In the senate today it developed in 
the debate on the free list bill that 
some of the proposed insurgent repub- 
lican amendments would not encounter 
that measure. Senator Cummins, of 


Iowa, said he would offer his amend- 
ment to change the metal schedule of 
the present tariff when the cotton bill 
‘comes over from the house, and not as 
a rider to the free list bill. 
Sugar Schedule Revision. 

Senator Bristow, of Kansas, an- 
nounced he would not offer his sugar 
schedule revision amendment tamor-

The original bill required that per- 
sons qualified to hold the office of 
county school superintendent must 
have had three years’ experience 
teaching in the schools of Georgia. 
This was amended so as to provide 
that these having one year’s experi- 
ence in Georgia and two years in 


* Mr Ragsdale, of Paulding, wanted 
the section having to do with the 
qualifications of members of county 
boards amended so as to require those 
appointed to stand examinations in 
the’ elementary branches. 

“Many members of these county 
boards can hardly write or read their 
names,” he said. “They are nothing 
but politicians and know nothing 
‘about education and its needs.” 

The amendment lost. 

In addition to giving county boards 
the power to call elections for the 
establishment or consolidation of 
special] school districts, they were 
given the right to take steps to see 
that districts which are too large are 
divided into two or more. 

County boards are given authority 
to provide transportation for children 
living so. far from the nearest school 
that they cannot reach it by walking.

4 C, Acton Tells How Local 
Postoffice Proved Negligent 


Six Letters Mailed to Him From 
Various Parts of the Country 
Were Delayed From Six to 
Seventeen Days---One Was a

J. C. Acton, vice president of the 
American ,. Furniture Company, at 62 
Peachtree street, living at 406 Court- 
land street, complained yesterday of 
serious delays in the local postoffice 
department in forwarding mail. Mr. 
Acton alleges that six letters were 
mailed to him from various points over 
the country, and that all were delayed 
in the local office anywhere from 
seventeen to six days, and that a par- 
ticularly valuable letter, mailed in 
New York July 10. was not deliverad 
July 26. - 

Mr. Acton says that when no one 
of these six letters, all of which were 


expected, failed to reach him, he made 
inquiries at the office of the superin- | 
tendent of mails, where he was told, | 
as he claims, that he, or members of | 
his family, had requested the carrier | 
on the route he resides to change his 
mail from the carrier to general de-- 
livery. Mr. Acton asked his Wife if she 
made any such change, and was in- 
formed that she had not. He again 
went to the superintendent of mails, 
or someone in that office, and asked 
if an order for such a change neces- 
sarily be oral, He was told yes, and 
he then demanded the written order. 
As he states, he was told to wait a 
short while and the order would be 
secured. Mr. Acton says he waited 
for several days, and last Wednesday, 
received from the superintendent’s of-

fice, the six valuable letters he had 
been expectinge 
Were Delayeq Many Days. ‘ 
These letters were from the follow- 
ing cities, and were mailed and re- 
ceived on the following dates: _ 
One mailed in New York, July 10,

Alexander spoke at Itta Bena today to 
several thousand people. United States 
Senator John Sharp Williams also 
spoke, denouncing what he termed 
“Vardamanism,” and appealed to the 
voters to return Mr. Percy to the sen- 
ate. Mr. Parcy was given a rousing 
welcome on his return to Greenville 
tonight from Itta Bena, and a torch- 
light procession given in his honor 
was followed by a mass meeting. 

Jackson Is Divided. 

The capital city is a divided house 
tonight. Plans were made for open- 
air rallies for Vardaman and Alexan- 
der, but Se of a heavy*rainstorm; 
indoor meetings weré substituted. 

Partisan feeling ran high, but no 
disturbances occurred, Both candidates 
spoke to* several thousand people.

There is not 
a citizen anywhere within our borders 
from the mountains to the sea who is 
not interested and deeply interested in 
defeating this measure, It is no argu- 
ment to claim it ought to be voted on 
because some people want to vote on 
it. If some person should lack in 
knowledge and wisdom and want to 
vote on some measure that would pro- 
mote an epidemic, or endanger the 
health and imperil the Hves of the 
people, the legislature ought not to 
permit it. Here is a measure that 
imperils the liberty, the peace, happi- 
ness and safety of the people.

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FARM VALUES OF GEORGIA 


SHOW TREMENDOUS INCREASE 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, July  31.—(Special.)— 
Georgia's farm’ ‘Tands and the build- 


half a billion of dollars, or $477,603,000, 
an increase of 166 per cent in ten 
years, according to the figures just 
made public by Acting Director Faulk- 
ner of the bureau of the census. 

It is interesting to note that the av- 
erage size of farm lands has decreas- 
ed, but a more intensive system of 
cultivation is in progress as shown 
by the fact that the consumption of 
fertilizers has increased nearly three 
times over in ten years, or 193 per 
cent. 

The farms of from 20 to 560 acres 
form two-fifths of the whole number, 
and those from 50 to 100 acres for one- 
fourth of the whole number. Farms of 
from 5600 to 1,000 acres constituted 2 
per cent of the whole number of 
farms in 1900, but only one per cent 
in 1910. 

The preliminary summary of the cen- 
sus returns prepared by Dr. Le Grand 
Powers, chief statistician of the divis- 
ion of agricultural statistics of th: 
bureau of the census, shows that the 
white farmers of Georgia form about 
three-fifths of the whole number or 


a gain of $11,079,000, or 113 per cent. 

The total acreage reported in 1910 
was 26,566,000 acres, as compared with 
26,392,000 in 1900, a gain of 474,000 
acres, or 2 per cent. This small in- 
crease is due to the fact that a de- 
crease of nearly 200,000 acres is re- 
ported in the farm acreage in coun- 
ties bordering on the Atlantic ocean; 
also, a decrease Of nearly 200,000 acres 
is recorded in the counties in the ex- 
treme northern part of the state. In 
these districts much overflowed land 
Or rough woodland pasture which was 
reported as in farms in 1900 was not 
£0 reported in 1910. , 

The improved acreage was returned 
in 1910 as amounting to 12,264,000 
acres, aS against 107616,000 in 1900, an 
increase of 1,648,000, sr 1% per cent. 

The improved acreage formed 46 per 
l cent of the total acreage in 1910 and 
40 per cent ihn 1900. 

The average acres per farm report- 
ed in 1910 was 92, as against 117 in 
1900, a decrease of 25 acres, or 21 per 
cent. This decrease is probably due 
largely to the breaking up of farms 
and plantations over 175 acres in size 
and their operation by tenant fami- 
Iles. Farms over 175 acres decreased 
4.912 in number during the decade. 
While those under 175 acres increased 
70,720 during the same period. 

The average value per acre of farm 
land and buildings in 1910 is stated as 
$17.78, as against .$6.95 in 1900, a rise 
of $10.83, or 156 per cent.

For a majority of the audience re- 
mained until the last curtain, despite 
the fact that it was midnight before 
scene. 

One must be something more than a 
prophet to foretell] the ultimate suc- 
cess or failure of a play with only the 
slender knowledge of the first night's 
view. Almost invariably a first ‘pro- 
duction is more or less of an experi- 
ment in the arrangement of scenes, the 
working out of plot and other details. 

“Tess of the Storm Country” was an 
experiment; ang.it is safe to assume 
that many changes’ will be made before 
it is ready for Miss Bunting to take 
on tour. It has the elements of a 
strong play, with a deep heart inter- 
esi, and if properly treated should 
prove a success. In the first place, 
the play is too-long. Interest begins 
to flag long before the last act. The 
action is not swift enough, and what 
are intended for climaxes fail of the 
proper conviction, More of humor— 
real humor which is not dependent on 
the use of the word “damn” so fre- 
quently—is needed. 

With these gefects remedied (and no 
One appreciates the shortcomings of 
the play mere than the author) and a 
well-balancea company especially se- 
lected for the play, Miss Bunting will 
have a vehicle which will attract at- 
tention.

Country” is familiar to many through

a reading of the novel from which it 
was dramatized, and needs no retelling. 
The scene is laid in the squatter coun- 
try near Lake Cayuga, in New York 
state. The story deals with the squat- 
ter folk, and the heroine is Tessibel 
Skénner a child of no education but 
possessed of a strong moral nature, 
which remains unsullied despite the 
sordidness of her surroundings. Her 
awakening to the higher and better 
things of life is the result of her love 
for Frederick Graves, a young preach- 
er, whose father is a large land owner 
in this section, and who has an intense 
hatred for the squatter people. This 
love causes her to shield his sister and 
assume, the responsibility of Teola 
Graves’ illegitimate child. Tess’ love is 
returned; but Graves, shocked to think 
of her sin, leaves her to her miserable 
fate. In the end his sister acknowl- 
edges the child, and all ends as it 
should. 

The character of Tess is one to which 
Miss Bunting is well suited, She must, 
however, bring more of maturity to it 
in the unfolding of the last acts to 
make it convincing. There are too few 
glimpses of the. real. woman beneath 
the child. 

With the exception of Harold Ken- 
nedy in the role of Ezra, whose work 
in what’ should be. the. climax of the 
third act is really splendid, Miss Bunt- 
ing’s support was faulty. Mr. Whitaker 
does not dress the part of the clergy- 
man in the first acts, and small as the 
detail may appear when casually 
spoken of, is nonetheless fatal to 
similitude.

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BERGER WANTS TO PENSION 


ALL THE OLD MEN AND WOMEN 


Washington, July 31.—Every person 
in the United States 60 years of age or 
older who has been a citizen sixteen 
years, who has an income of less than 
$6 a week, and who has not been con- 
victed of a felony, would be put on 
the pension roll of the United States 
if congress passed a bill introduced to- 
day by Represéntative Berger, of Wis- 
consin, who constitutes the socialist 
party in the. house. The bill would 
give pensions of from $1 to $4 a week. 
Mr. Berger.offered a joint resolution 
providing for the appointment of a 
commission to investigate the old-age 
pension question. . 

The “bill contains a. radical clause 
forbidding the United States supreme 
court to pass upon its validity. . 

“The old working men and working 
women,” declares Mr. Berger, “are en- 
titled to a living outside of the poor- 


houses and without the ald of private | 


charity. If the old parties and the su- 
preme court do not realize that fact, 
they will be wiped out of existence, 
together with the old constitution.” 

Referring to a precedent established 
by congress on March 27; 1868, Berger’s 
bill provides that “the exercise of 
jurisdiction by any of the federal 
courts upon the validity of this act is 
hereby expressly forbidden.’ 

Tt is the belief of the socialist repre- 
sentative that his old-age pension bill 
is perfectly constitutional.

He confessed it to the Rev. Carter 
Helm Jones, of Oklahoma City, follow- 
ing the latter’s sermon today. Dr.

“The coronation crowns of kings are 
all to heavy,” said Dr. Jones in his 
sermon.

REPORT ON FEES 


Quarterly Statements Must Be 
Made to Comptroller General 


Rules Committee of the Senate 
Wanted to Postpone Passage, 
but Recommendation Is Ad- 
versed by Upper House---Ma- 
con Invitation Accepted.

STATE TAXATION 
OF CORPORATIONS 


Some Interesting Figures Given 
by the Commissioner of 
Corporations. 


Washington, July 31.—Wisconsin, of 
all the eastern central states, derives 
enough revenue from ‘ts taxes on cor- 
porations to pay its ordinary state 
expenses. About 71 per cent of the 
State’s taxes come from that source. 
Ohio collects 52 per cent of its total 
from corporations; Indiana 19 per cent, 
and Illinois 14 per cent. In Michigan 
the revenue from corporations, which 
is 45 per cent of the tax receipts, is 
applied to the school fund. 

A comprehensive review of the taxa- 
tion of corporations in Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin is 
presented in a report of the commis- 
sioner of corporations transmitted to 
the president today. Reports on cor- 
poration taxation in New England and 
the Middle Atlantic states have been 
published. 

The report says Illinois and Indiana 
levy practically no special taxes on 
corporations; that Wisconsin alone 
approaches a separation of the sources 
of revenue and that Michigan and Wis- 
consin make an elaborate physical val- 
uation of steam and street railways on 
a system quite different from that 
used by any of the other states. 

The findings of the commissioner 
affords a concise comparison between 
the tax laws of the states, in the 
light of judicial decisions, practical 
administration and revenue returns.

New York, July 31.—The cotton mar-

14 STRIKERS 
SHOT TO DEATH 


Troops Fire on the Laborers 
in a Mexican Mining 


Camp. 


Quality continues 


El Oro, State of Mexico, Mexico, July 
31.—In repelling a mob of striking 
miners who attempted to free the pris- 
oners in the local jail, troops fired 
upon the men today, killing fourteen 
and wounding others. The strikers 
were from La Esperanza nine, which 
they abandoned this mprning. This 
afternoon the mén in the Mexico mine, 
an adjoining property, walked out, and 
it is expected by the management of 
the El Oro mine that a strike will be 
declared there tomorrow morning. 

Fearing that they might be the vic- 
tims of an anti-foreign demonstration, 
many of the American women were 
sent out of the camp on a special 
train over the Ei Oro mining railroad 
to Tulenanmo, from which place they 
were taken to Mexico City over the Na- 
tional line. The fears were based upon 
@ circular recently issued by the 
miners, in which Americans were bit-~ 
terly assailed. 

More than 4,000 men representing 
the underground forces of the Mexico 
and La Wsperanza are out, and if these 
men are joined by those in the El Oro, 
the number of strikers will number 
approximately 7,000. The men demand 
higher wages, but unofficially it was 
Stated tonight that the properties 
would be closed down before increases 
would be granted. 

Early in the day the trouble which 
resulted in the shooting of fourteen 
strikers begun. The rurales had ar- 
rested a few of the strikers, and the 
idle men learning of this, determined 
to set them free. Arming themselves 
with nothing better than chunks of 
gold-bearing ore, they started up the 
one street of the town toward the jail. 
The mob moved upon the jail, throw- 
ing stones as they went at such build- 
ings as offended their sight, and by 
the time the little prison was reached 
the rurales found control could be se- 
cured only by the use of drastic meth- 
ods. The men were ordered to dis- 
perse. They shouted their defiance. 
The rurales began firing, but numer- 
ous shots were required to scatter the 
rioters. Before the mob had been dis- 
persed, however, it had succeeded in 
freeing the prisoners.

Unfortunate 
Girl, Is Buried in the 
Paupers’ Field. . 


By the death and the funeral of 
Elizabeth Fry, 17-year-old unfortunate, 
a pitiful story of want and of struggle 
has been brought to light, 

Her life, one of overwork and of 
neglect, her death, largely the result 
of the lack of proper care and of the 
necessities, her funeral was marked 
by none of those attentions usually 
paid the dead. 

Without funeral services, unembalm- 
ed, placed in a rude coffin, the body 
was buried in a paupers’ field on Mon- 
day afternoon at the expense of the 
city. 

According to her own story, the Fry 
girl came to Atlanta some few months 
ago. She gave a story of a deserted 
father, a neglected family and her de- 
cision to earn her own existence. 

She secured work in a cotton mill, 
contracting illness shortly afterwards, 
being thrown upon the mercy of the 
family with which she boarded. Before 
she had fully recovered she went back 
to work, determined to repay the debt 
she had contracted during her sickness. 
Her constitution was too weak to 
Stand the long hours, and she was 
again taken ill, : 

This time, in a wretched home near 
DeKalb avenue, she was found several 
days ago by railroad men who were 
caring for a sick and aged woman in 
the same house. Following the advice 
of a physician, the Fry girl was re- 
moved to the hospital, where she died
